Arabia, loeated in one of the vorld's desert belts, has an 
area variously estimated at from 600,000 to 800,500 square miles, 
Uneertain rains, vhich in most of Sautl Arable average between 2” and 
5", can mean localized droughts of several years duration, ‘The southwest 
corner of Saudi Arabia, in the highland regions, may have as much as 12" 
yearly, ‘The land is charecterized by aand and reek deserts, barren 
mountains end plateaus, wiieh being devoid of « thick plant cover, are 
most subject to wind, sand and wter erosion,

Mature was not generous to daudi Arable. Water, « prime resouree, 
is sost deficient, Gold, salt, cenant roek and other minerals are known 
to exist, although definite information concerning comercial feesibil ity 
is ladking, There are tvo gold mines, one of vaieh is probably to be 
shut down and another vaieh is not yet producing, The only rich strike 
has been in of) and natural gas, 

Considerable aress of wmoultivated but arable land exist in the 
TthanaeAsir region, The use of this land is dependent upon vater 
together vith the application of capital, technical knowlelge and 
Careful planning end organisation, 


Oo tad 
saudi Arabla's ootinated 4,500,000 to 4,000,000 people are still 
largely living as in the past in spall Loolated farea, villages and 
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settlements on the seacoast; in oases and wadis or on the poor grasing 
lends as wandering nomads. While few accurate statistios are available, 
probably 25% of the people are bedowin vho way be vholly nomadic or 
part nomed~part cultivator. There are few sizeable oftics - nanely 
Jidday 100,000; Meeea, 100,000; and Riyadh, £0,000, 

A movenent appears to exist of peoples to the cities, This is 
noticeable in the lass cll towns where people from all over Arabia may 
be found working, At Riyadh, many bedowins have gathered, dram thore 
both by the severity of the recent drougit end by the King's hand-cut 
of food and supplies, The Riyadh Nallroad and the nav water supplies 
have also enabled the city to grow considerably, Tid‘a and Mecoa are 
Also profiting indirectly os « reeult of the ofl boon, With slovly 
improving living standards, caudi Arabia's population can be axpected 
to inerease considerably in the futures 


D. Goverment 

The Seudi Arablan Government fo sent~feudel and autoeratie with 
the King, both absolute monareh and religious leader, ruling through 
hie sons, advisors and ministers, As he grove older, the problen of 
vho ie to sutceed hin grows serious, To forestall trouble, he has 
doaignated the Crow Prinee to sucosed hin, 

Contralisation of pover in the Ming's hands and attention to even 
anal) administrative details by him has prevented the grovth of any sort 
of a representative government end created an officialdam vhieh i¢ 
prevented fron making ‘mportant decisions, The Minister of Finance does, 
however, take some Initiative into hie own hands, Complioating the 


situation {s the fet that there are three centers of govermtent activity, 
_Abbatebe 
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the dapital, Riyadh; Meece and Jidda, Decisions of even ninor 
inportanee have to be referred to Necos and Myadh before action 
can be taken, This naturally results in lose of tine and stifling of 
local initiative, Also, as “eces is closed to non-Moslems and visite 
to Riyadh are limited to OA0 invitation, daily intercourse vith govern- 
nent officials is much more difficult than it le in most countries, 
The government ‘s characterized by inadequate organization of the 
‘Unietries and Departeents whieh fimetion with antiquated procedures 
and a decided lack of personnel capable of carrying on a modern state's 
business, A government so organised might have sufficed for the gresing- 
agricultural-pilgrimge eeonomy of tventy years ago tut not for the 
problens of running the nore Gomplicnted eeonomy coming into being.

Difficult terrain fentures, the small population end the government's 
Limited tudget im the past prevented daudi Arabia fron acquiring a nodern 
transportation end commmication network, Until a few years ago camels and 
donkeys on land and dhove sailing the coastal waters were the chief neans 
of transport. The Ma'ameMedine Railroad line vas never repaired following 
its deetruction in World War I, 

Th resent years a railroad has been built from Daman to Ryadh, the 
Ve@en—Jiddn road paved, and the “edina-Jidde road in being paved with 6 
miles completed. Other roads and the Aiyadh-Jidda Rellroad are in the 
planning dage. Aremeo bes paved or olled a number of nse Province roads 
in order ® carry on ite operations.

Agriculture in Gaudi Arable 1s handicapped by Limited vater resources 
and a subsequent restricted quantity of arable lands, a poor astvork of intra- 
and intereregional surface transportation faeilities, antiquated farming 
techniques, poor selection of plant varieties, laek of any technical aid and 
advice on the part of the Governsent, lack of eny institutions to give farm 
credit to the @ultiveter, poorly organised marketing faeilities end practically 
no edugational or extension faailities, Lese than 5% of the lend 1s cultivated, 
In the past, vhen foreign exshaige wo derived from such meertain sources as 
the "aj revenues, food imports had to be Limited, Fenine ws not unknow, 
‘The people are still poorly nourished and many Live on the barest of diets, 
The dedowin have never derived nore than « precarious existence from their 
flocks, Mates are the leading erop followed by cereale and anal) quantities 
of fruits and vegetables.

1950 figures List 172 primary and 10 sesondary sehools vhere but 
20,613 students attend the first end 79% the second, Due to the leek of 
commercial and wooational schooling, zany foreigners are employed in 
comnereial eatablishnents and in governsent agencies. Hig*er education 
is Limtted to « eollege to train studeate to be Judges and no agricultural 
sahools exist, There are no schools for girls. It is not diffieult to 
realise how profoundly the lack of » modern oducetéonal system affects 
governnent, industry, the professions, agriculture and all other trades, 


Ts Healt 

The health md sanitation conditions under vhioh the great uajority of 
people live im Saulf Arabia are very poor, The leek of hospitals, elinics, 
dettors, dentists and nid-vives, in al] tut the larger cities, neans that 
the vast majority of the people are born, Live and die without medical or 
dental care, While no reliable statistics exist, the death rate for bables 
ond young @hildren 1s believed to be very high, The inoidence of malaria, 
T.B,, venereal disease, dysentry and other debilitating dieeases ia great, 

Sanitary facilities such as severngs, cesspool, garbage disposal, ote., 
are only beginning to be improved but in gmoral are still very primitive, 
Clean water supplies are slovly being provided but most people, even in the 
Largest ofties, obtain water fron motor tank trucks or donkey drawn vater 
carts, (nsenitery, ernwied living confitions are prevalent and are the result 
of poverty and {gnorance, 





Markets are unsanitary with food exposed to flies, dirt, dust, and the 
hands of passere-by, The problem {s aggravated by the indifference with 
watch these conditions are regarded, A grent deal of this attitude fs a 
result of the Moslem faith with its fatalistic neceptance of conditions. 

However, in 1952 the Ministry of Health's budget wee increased, Fifteen 
Years ago, no modern hospital existed and even doctors were very fev in 
number, Preventive health measures are only beginning to be undertaken as 
in the Quarantine Service, the quarters for pilgrims, malaria control 
projects and the like. 


Qurent Leonomic snd Poli tion) Drohlens 
In large part, Saudi Arabia's problems arise from the efrounstanees 


which have placed relatively great vealth at the disposal of » hitherte 
poor, loosely organised state, Also, in the past, even if the Saudi 
Arabian Governnent had willed it otherwise, peverty prevented {t from 
carrying out more then a mere akeleton of « program in education, health 
and senitation, agricultural tmprovenent, ronds and commmication, pilerimge 
feoilities, ete. 
There are a mmber of basto problenss 
1) Most of the people Live in dire poverty and have an extrenely 
depressed standard of living, Therefore, a central objective 
should be to achieve a nore equitable distribution of income 
through higher agricultural and industriel output and productivity, 
To raise the latter the people must be better educated and freed 
from the diseases which nov afflict then, Transportation faeilities 
must also be improved,

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2) These and other services require e vell-conceived program vhereby 
governsent revenues may be expended fruitfully, The national 
income in large part goes to the government; therefore, development 
is in ite hands, However, it is diffienlt fer a feudal Mingtom to 
evolve into a state capable of carrying out many ecmplicnted 
fimetions, A modern, responsible executive and some sort of 
legislative body capable of expressing the people's needs are 
necessities stil] lecking, Ministries and departments should be 
strengthened and organited so as to become responsible bodies 
capable of carrying out their dutics, Sfforts should be mde to 
raise standards of efficiency.

Despite the desire of the King to develop his country's resources, 
improve the living standards of his people and provide better pilgrinage 
faeilities, it has not led to longerange, broadly conesived development 
plans, The Government's activities have been devoted to constructing some 
niles of roads, @ railroad, hospitals, horbor works, airports, city street 
peving and electric works, The Saudi Arabian Government's interest in 
development is shown in its early signing of a 0. 5, Point Four General 
Agreenent for teehnical aid and cooperation and by the number of foreign 
individuals and missions eoming to the country at the Ting's invitation, 

To date, Riyadh, Meeoa, Taif, and Jidda heve been the main beneficlaries 
with Oaomam, Dhahran and other nse towns profiting from work ¢arried on 
by the Arabian American O11 Conpeny, 

While the results achieved so far should not be underestinated, the 
work done lacks balance and breadth, fevenuss should be hushanded end spent 
with great care, An economic development plan noeds adequate funds, fixed 
goals and purposes end an efficient administrative organisation, lixpenditures 
for public vorks of all types should be complemented by growing budgets for 
regular eduestion, agriculture, health, and other astivities, ‘The inadequate 
expenditures for agriculture heve given Little permanent benefit, Little, if 
anything, hes been done to broaden the base of the Saudi seonony through 
promoting the grovth of industry, 





Lodat Four Ublectives 
A number of factors must be considered in presenting an explanation of 


Sandi Arabia's "nesd for external assistance and of the particular opportun- 
ities for the United States — under spoaified policy objectives = to meke 
a real contribution to the national well-being and the strengthening of the 
free world as a whole," 

Saudi Arabia is e nation which is of definite importence to the U. 3, 
for the folloving reasons: Its strategic position militarily; ite great of] 
industry and reserves necessary for the functioning of Free Surope's economy; 
the fact that this of) industry, representing one of the largest single over- 
seas investments of the J. 8. with ite subsequent considerable yearly returns 
to UeS, taxpayers ond government; the position of leadership held by Seudi 
Avebha amongst the Arad States and the prestige it hos tn the Middle fast; 
its friendship and trast in the U.S, = an attitude uncommon smongst the 
Middle East nations; and its pro-vestern policy in the past and present, 

Being important to 0.8, poliey, the question arises concerning the need 
of Saudi Arable for external assletance, "Why", it ie asked, “should an of) 
rich country find such afd necessary"? 

Saudi Arable needs external assistance because of the revolution caused 
in her way of Life by the discovery snd exploitation of of] deposits, The 
need to tranaforn a simple subsistence-leve) edonomy country into a modern 
nation is apparent to anyone familiar vith the local seene, Ouldance at this 
initial stage is an important factor in determining what Saud! Arabia beeones 
in the future, There is « great gap between receiving « fair income and in 
being able to employ it profitably, Anything the 1,5, ean do to create 
Gonditions eonducive to an edonomically and soeially usefid employment of 


the Sgudi Arabien Government's ineone will be amove in the direetion of 
building « stable nation, Thus in its broadest sense the United States is 
interested in aiding this state te maintain its independence, territorial 
integrity and internal order through the grovth of a sound economy and of a 
healthy, edueated people, 

Doing « leader amongst the Arab Stetes, she can become a stabilizing 
Clement in one of the world’s most explosive areas, lWovever, her heritage 
of poverty and the lack of effective governmental agencies nake this 
transitional phase « difficult one, Unloas her people become eduested, 
better fed end have proper health facilities, political and soeial disturd- 
ances are not impossible, It should be recognised that the denands on 
saudi Arable are heavy, liven were the nev revenues used most carefully, so 
mach vork in so many fields has to be started and carried along that it will 
take years to provide the country with services long socepted as neceseitivs 
in many other countries, 

Purthernore, mere revenues do not change the minds of a people's 
governors overnight, It is the government of « culture innured by « 
combinetion of poverty and the Moslem religion to accepting disease, hunger, 
heat and diet as part of « Life view, Thus it ie difficult for then to grasp 
the conception of « dynamic plan to bring about « new way of life, TOA can 
help to stimilate SAG into beginning and enlarging such endeavors, Such 
guldente, costing relatively little in terns of dollars, can have the effect 
of motivating SAG to spend much larger sums than currently for eeononic 
development purposes, 

Conditions in seudi Arsbia while diffioult would yet appear somevhat nore 
propitious than in a muber of other Middle Laster countries, Tn \rabla, TCA 





vorks with a nation still in the formative stege, seeking and needing foreign 
aid. Saudi Arable is not yet afflicted with the violent nationalistic tenden- 
cles characterizing those countries, whieh, unlike this country, vere for years 
occupied or controlle’ by ‘uropean povers, Confidence in the inited States 
has been shown in many ways, ineluding the desire to have the oil ond mineral 
wealth of the country exploited by U. 5, companies and SAG's willingness to 
allow the Dhehran airfield to be used by Averican planes. 

Saudi Arable can be a land of some promise. This is said with sober 
realisation of the immense taske facing her government, It would appeer as 
though a little aid ond assistance might go further here than in other 
comtries, Sone countries have » precarious balance between a large and 
rapidly growing population and known resourees, In some instances, the 
population would appear to be out-pacing the grovth of agriculture and 
industry, Saudi Arabia, on the other hand, hes « population relatively 
mall in comparison to its nev resouree potential, This population-resource 
ratio favore gradual change by using the nev resources to create a higher 
stendard of living. 

Tt is not intended to over-estimate the degree to which the TOA progran 
¢an help in implementing this peliey, ‘lovever, Point Four's eapae!ty to make 
contributions tovard this goal should not be ignored, ‘Saudi Arable ie the 
scene of a struggle for pover and influence, Few countries depend end will 
Continue to depend to such « great extent upon foreigners and foreign missions 
as does Saudi irabla, Point Four is thus presented with am oppertuaity to 
have J, 5, technicians work in close cooperation with “AG, They ought to have 
an influence valeh should help in strengthening the ties of friendship between

The Point Four General Agresment was eilgned on January 17, 1951. 

The Public Adninistration and Government Services Livision functions 
under the Point Four Project Agreement in the Fields of Minance and Custons 
signed September 25, 1951. It is expected that this Agreement will be 
revised by an exchange of letters to make it conform to the other Program 
sgreenentse 

In November, 1952, Program Agreements were signed for the following 
Divisions: Trangportetion end Cammmication, Agrioulture, and Netural 
Resources, Project Agreements were signed for the Railway Survey and the 
Aerial Survey. 

In December, 1952, the Public Health and Senitetion Agreement and the 
Rural Community Development Project Agreement were aligned. 

In January, 1953, the lest Program Agreement, namely thet for Eduestion, 
was signed thus formalising al) of the Division Programs, 

Agreenents for cooperative Public Health projects for the organization 
of a laboratory for the manufseture of yaseines at Teif and for the eonst- 
ruction of pit privies for primary schools have been dram up and are being 
discussed vith the Saudi Arabian Goverment, 

Another project dealing with the loeal training of laboratory technicians 
is aleo in the discussion stage, 

In Edusation, projects vhich are being studied concern a police-firenan 
training mission; local training projects of various sorts and project agree 
nents vith the Sehool of Comerve and the Industrial School, both of Jidda, 


In the past, due to the tine-eonsuning nature of negotistions with 
the Seudi Arabian Covernsent, eaphesis has not been pleoed upon drawing up 
separate project agreanents save for large stale projects as the Railway 
Survey. Hovewer, it 1s expected thet all future activities vil) be carried 
out only after formal signing of project agrosnents,

Messrs, C.E, Buck, N. Pearson and R. Varrey of International 
Engineering Compeny, Mr. R. MoXay of Saudi Arebian Reilroad, Mr. Goudarai 
and myself left Jidda at 7:00 am on January léth for the purpose of 
making a ground survey of proposed Route lio, 7 for the construction of a 
railroad line from Riyadh to Jidda. In making the round-trip to Jidda, 
we travelled approximately 1,960 miles, 


From Jidda we went north through Rebigh to Yanbu, then east to 
Medina, and from Medina in a northeasterly direction to Anazia and Baraide. 
From Anazie we came south to a place called Salha, thence east across 


feasible route would be this Route 7 from a construction standpoint as 
well as serving the greater mumber of people, 


Qn our return trip from Riyadh to Jidda we looked over Route No. 5, 
and it wos the consensus that thie route could be abundoned insofar as 
constructing a railroad was concerned due to various sections of rough 
terrain, mountains, etc, and the lock of population along the route. 


At Yanbu, with a population of approximately 7,000, we visited the 
Amir and had quite a discussion as to the surrounding country and possible 
passes through the mountains to Medine, which information proved most 
valuable to us. While at Yanbu we made an inspection of its harbor 
facilities in company with the Anir, who, incidentally, 1s very desirous 


of heving 


of having some improvements made in order that they might be in a position 
to handle more import tonnage than at present. After discussing the quostion 
of improvements to the habor, it was felt that considerable could be 

done there at a minimm expenditure, including the building of a wood 
piling pier on which could be laid a track for the off-loading and 
on-Loading of commodities from boats direct to cars. The water runs to 

& depth of about 36 feet in some places and betwoen 20 and 25 feet in 
other places, and the harbor itself is set back from the direct coast 

line by a very wide channel which vould also help in sheltering ships. 
This would be an ideal spot for all materials destined to Medina and 
points east, north and south of Yanbu, and thus save the long motor 
trucking from Jidda. It would also serve as a very good harbor for 
receiving all materials for the construction of the proposed railroad, 
except that which is required in and about Jidda, We also noticed that 
there were several bags of charcoal on the dock which we were informed 
wore being exported to Egypt. I tried to ascertain some figures as to 
this tonnage, but it was quite apparent that no such figures were being 
kept at the port. On the day following our visit to Yanbu they expected a 
ship in from Sweden with 500 tons of cement for use in Medina, 


It also might stimlate the fishing industry from this point 
for supplying Medina and other pointe in that particuler district, This 


that it would prove to relieve the port of Jidda of some of the 
congestion which each year occurs during the period of the Pilgrimage, 


You may wish to discuss this improvement in harbor facilities 
at Yenbu with the SAG authorities, thus giving Saudi Arabia another 
port on the Red Sea, 


At Rabigh, which is about 100 miles from Jidda, I noticed vhile 
passing through there a considerable grovth of date trees, and othor 
vegetation, and thought perhaps Dr. Edens might wish to take a run up 
there to see just what help in agriculture could be given to thepeople, 
Also noticed a stream running just north of the village, 


At Anasia, with a population of approximtely 25,000, wo met 
the Amir and Mosud Taji, Agricultural representative of the SAG, Mosul 
stated that he would very much appreciate a visit of our agricultural 
experts for advice and demonstrotion in their village, which I noticed 
had a considerable supply of vater, I noticed considerable wheat, 
alfalfa, tomatoos, pumpkins and other vegetables, 


At Baraide we met Prince Abdulleh Ben Mosud, the Anir, vho 
crested us nost cordially, I noticed vhile there and in our discussion 
that they raise about the same of commodities as Anasia, and Baraida, 
with a population of approximately 40,000, should also be visited by 
our agriculture people, 


It was felt for the present that a rail-head should be set up on 
the nev railroad line at a point approximately the same distance fron 


Anasia 


hie 


Anazia as from Baraide, which are about 40 lm, apart, and thus save the 
cost of constructing a branch line out of Anazia, 


The enginoers feel that no difficulties will be met in the 
construction of a branch line from Jidde tio Mecca, Also, consideration 
will be given to constructing a track on the present pier at Jidda, i.e., 
whether the present construction will hold up under such a track, or 
will it be necessary to reinforce or construct en additional pier, 


The line of new railroad to be constructed between Riyadh 
and Jidda on the proposed Route No, 7 will be in the neighborhood of 
850 to 900 miles in length, 


The next step in the railrway eurvey will be the aerial 
photography, after wiich the Engineering Company will send out their men 
to set ground control for Aero Service. 


I shall keep you currently informed of all matters concerning

In order to formilate a long-range program of agricultural development in 
Saudi ‘Arabia, it might be well to review studies and proposals for programs in 
other underdeveloped countries, While problems are not parallel, one discovers 
that certain elements appear in most countries of this type. This being the case, 
the Saudi Arabian picture can be analyzed against the background of como problems, 


Agriculture in such countries is characterised to a greater or lesser degree 
by the following conditions: 


1, An illiterate and poorly educated rural populace, 

2. A life of cultural isolation and self perpetuating poverty, 

3. lack of modern health and sanitation facilities, 

4, No or poor credit, marketing, transportation services, 

5, Although economy is based on agriculture, only small sums are 
expended on agricultural development and the Agriculture Department 
and consequently the latter is very weak, 

6. Wo or inadequate extension service and hence need for facilities to train 
extension agents and get them into the field, 

7, No or inadequate research ~ experiment stations, need for facilities to 
train personnel, carry on work, 

8. Low productivity, together with a high percentage of the people living 
on the land, 

9. Tnadequate or no means to provide for better hand tools, seed, plant varieties 
livestock, new crops, disease and insect control, fertiliser, ete., 

10, Tack of means of combatting the frequent misuse of the land ~ overgrasing, 
erosion, ete, 


ll. Inadequate means to bring new lands into productive use., 

12, Wasteful and inefficient use of water supplies, 

13, Need for development of irrigation work, discovery of new water sources, etc., 
14. Poor drainage conditions, 

15, Need for soil classification and analysis.. 


Obviously, each country, being unique in the variety of its problems, requires 
separate analysis which results in distinet program proposals, However, with the above 
list of characteristic conditions in mind, certain proposals are common in most countries, 


Tt should be noted here, before proceeding further in the analysis, that Point Four 
does not pretend to offer the means for remaking a country's agriculture. The magnitude 
of the task precludes it, Furthermore, each country should view the matter as one of 
long range effort with most of the cost coming from its om treasury, Point Four can 
vork in a number of fields and by stimlating and guiding, help the country to develop 
healthy conditions. Unfortunately, it is infrequent that a country is aware of the 
seriousness of the problem or of the time, effort, money, trained personnel, etc., 
required to get lasting results, The very fact that these agricultural comtries 
lack effective Agriculture Departments with strong extension and research organization 
is proof enough of the lask of interest shown in the past by the governments, This 
frame of mind is not easily overcome. specially dangerous is the disillusion which 
follows the failure of expensive and grandiose projects. ‘Such merely confirms, in the 
government's mind, the futility of trying to do something for agriculture, 


Most proposals emphasize the followings 


a) Strengthened Department of Agriculture and the improvement of its 
organisation and administration, increase of its budget and its 
staffing with qualified professional persons, 


b) &ffeetive extension and research groups whose personnel can bring 
cat centintsptetoctpe enall.cesneten Daven denen G0 
tools, seeds, plants, animals, crop protection, fertilizers, etc, 


c) Rural schools, agricultural training centers, health clinics, etc, 
4) Improved credit, marketing and transportation facilities. 


¢) Projects to improve land and water use, to develop new land and water 
resources, to make soil studies, to carry out drainage works, etc, 


Saudi Arabia, in general, is afflicted with all of the ills noted in points one 
to fifteen, In addition the nature of her climate severely limits the sections where 
agriculture may be carried on. Grasing ranges are far larger but are also of varying 
utility depending on the wnoertain rainfall, To date, SAG has done little to demon- 
strate a realization of the magnitude of the job confronting improving local agriculture. 
The Department of Agriculture is poorly financed, has a non-professional director, a 
rire oe mentale ake ae ned Se Extension services 
and research are practically nil, No training center of any exists, To date, the

2» Upon my arrival I started to go over the budget files kept by Mr. Stacy 
containing the results of his previous meetings with the responsible officers 
in the Ministry of Pinenee, especially with Shaikh Husvein Jastinish, Director 
General of Finance, After this I jegan the translation of some forns and records 
used in the Treasury and other Finanee Offices and embodied in a book written 
some 10 years ago by the late Shaikh Kheirl Abdul-liendi, ‘yrian accounting 
expert, This book, however, did not contain the forms and records used by 
the )iinistry of Finance in Mecea as the media for the epplicution and control 
of the budget and Mr, Stacy found it necessary that I should go to Mecca, 
Accordingly he wrote a letter dated December 7, 1952, to Mis Txoellency, the 
Minister of Finance and later on, in the company of !r.

D. Current Agcounts - The workings of this Section includes examination and 
posting of all payments made to merchants and compani>s thet have ourrent aecounts with 
the Ministry of Finanee, Lately, the accounts of the "Monetary Agency" were added to 
this Section and they now form the major part of its work, The "Current Accounts 
Register" kept by this Section is divided into a debit and credit sides, cach side 
is divided into several colums (without any headings) which are used for posting the 
various currencies used, Two sets of such registers are used for posting the accounts 
of the Monetary Agency, The first is used for posting day by day the Agency's receipts 
and payments as taken from the authorisations of the Ministry vith regard to payments 
and the Agency's notifications of receipts, with regard to revenues. The second is 
used for posting these receipts and payments from the monthly returns subsitted to the 
Ministry by the Monetary \gency, The two sets are compared every month, 

For a better study of the Monetary Agency accounts and relations vith the Ministry 
of Finance, it is necessary to study the workings of the Agency itself and also those of 
Jeddah Finance Office. 

The dealings of merchants and compenies vith the Ministry of Finance are verified 
and the relevant amounts posted in the manner outlined below:

VI. BOGET BRENT 

This Bureau - as its head put it = is still in the stage of establishment, being 

introduced as a separate entity (its vork vas previously hendled by the Accounte Dept.) 
during the financial year 1370/71. 

Its cadre is as yet incomplete and its responsibilities have not been clearly 

defined. Its present staff consists of tvelve (12) employees. 

The vork is divided into three categories: Aduinistrative, Budgetary and 

Supplementary Budgets.

Budgetary Covers annual buigets and draft budgets submitted by the 
wmrtoug Ministries, lepartments and Government Concerns - 
their verification, study and preparation. 

Swplenentery Budgets 
Supreme Orders by 1l.M. the King, the Crown Prince or the 
Viceroy authorising the compensation of individuals for 
casualtios or damage ovcuring to then or their propertios 
as c result of droughts, floots, or heavy rains or orders 
for the building of new mosques, are sonetines issued to the 
Ministry of Finance. 

The nesossary funds are made available by this Bureau and 
supplementary budgets prepared accordingly. 

A Register for ineoning correspondence 1s used by this Bureau for recording 

letters received in connection with {ts sphere of vork; outgoing correspondence, 
however, 10 handled by the "Central Registry Deptament”. Special files, arranged

in acoordance vith the item nuibers of the buiget and renovable every year are kept 
in this Bureau. A "Budget Control Register" (similar to the Vote Book kept by the 

Budget Control Branch of the Accounts Departzent) is also kept in this Bureau wherein 
particulars of anomts paid + as taken fron the copies of letters of authemisation - 
are posted. 

the verification, study and preparation of the annus] Budget is done on the 
following lines: - 

The call for the estimtes is prepared by the head of the Budget Bureau and is 
cireulated < after it is approved and signed by the Minister of Finance ~ to all 
Ministries, Departments and other Goverauent Concerns sround the beginning of Muharran 
together vith the forms relating to the preparation of estimates for salaries and other 
expenditures and any other information required by the Budget Bureau. As soon as these 
estimtes are received the head of the Muresu and his staff study them end compare then 
vith the buigets of previous years and prepere special sche'ules of inereases in 
salaries and other expenditures, creation of new posts, changes in the numbers of 
articles, vaonneies filie¢ end remaining vacant during the previous yenr, These schedules 
together vith the observations of the head of the Bureau are forvrted to the "Financial 
Committee for the Preliminary Study of the Buiget® (Composed of The Director General of 
Finance, Heads of the Accounts Department and Pulget Bureau), This committee studies 
the estimates submitted and the schedules prepared by the Buiget Bureau then makes an 
appointment with the representatives of the respective Ministries or Departments for 
a threshing out and an abridgenent of differences until a sort of agreenent is reached.

Inspection in the Districts is carried out by 35 inspectors stationed at the 
various finance offices and revenue centers, The tota) number of employees vorking in

Registers for incoming and outgoing correspondence are kept in this Department. 
The observations of the Inspectors as submitted in their "Inspection Sehedules” are 
copied - verbatim - in the "Inspection Registers" which is identical in every respect 
to the "Inspection Schedule", Miles arranged according to the names of the Inspectors 
are kept in this Department. 

X TiasuRy 

During my visits to the Ministry the offices of the Treasury vere undergoing 
some repairs and the employees were working in the corridors, Thus, I wes mable 
to study the workings of this Department satisfactorily, lovever, I obtained - 
during « visit of about one-half hour - some specimens of the records and forms used 
and the procedure of payment and posting, how the Treasury's money requirements are 
net and the other activities undertaken by this Department. 

Erocedure of Payment and Posting - An authorization for payment is received 
and recorded in the "Register of Incoming Correspondence" and put away until the 
payee comes and claims its settlement. Then - and only then ~ a payment voucher is 
prepared and signed by the Chief Accountant and Treasurer and given to the payee 
who takes it to the cashier, signs for it and gets paid. The payment is then entered 
in the Cash Book and the payment voucher 1s handed (together with the other payment 
vouchers paid during that day) at the end of the day to the Registrar in charge of 
Glassification for posting in the "Classification Register" and then in the "Allocation 
and Payment Vouchers Register" or "Deposits Register"or “Advances Register", ote., as 
es the case may be. Particulars of monthly payments and receipts are copied in the 
"Schedule of Monthly Payments" and its supporting accounts and is forwarded to the 
Accounts Nepartment not later than the 10th of the following month, 

llow The Zresgury's Money Reauirements Are Met - Monthly salaries fern the major 
part of the Treasury's total payments and the amount needed for thelr settlement is
